William Eaton Horner, Jr., son of Wil- 
liam Eaton Horner, Sr, and Jane Freeman 
Pea, was born at Salt Lake City, Utah, 
February 1, 1856. He married Amanda Jane 
Smith on September 29, 1879, at Heber City. 
She was the daughter of Thomas C. Smith 
and Sarah Frampton, and was born in 
Springville, Utah, July 12, 1859. William 
and Amanda lived in Heber, and to this 
union was born seven children. 

At an early age, Mr. Horner lost the 
sight of his eyes, caused from a gun ac- 
cident at the sawmill.

the risk of mismanagement is very small since, even 
in yere instance in which an invasive cancer is 
mis: osed as a precursor lesion and treated with 
cryotnerapy, it will usually be detected on the first 
follow-up visit, and the misdiagnosis will cause only a 
four-month delay in treatment. Although even this 
short delay is undesirable, it is acceptable in the con- 
text of the total program. However, if the patient 
becomes lost to follow-up, the error is compounded, 
and a prolonged delay may result in metastases and 
death. In patients with abnormal Papanicolaou 
smears, delay in therapy is associated with increased 
mortality. 

Although the colposcopic triage method was in- 
troduced in the United States only about 10 years ago, 
it is presently taught at most university medical 
centers and has been adopted in private gynecological 
practice. If the skilled use of colposcopy and cryo- 
therapy is available, this approach is the method of 
choice. If the technique is not widely available, refer-
